Permission was given subject to what is known as 


planning obligations, but the applicant would now 
like to change some aspects of the agreement. 

A report prepared for SSDC's Area West meeting 
on Wednesday, June 17th, said: “The agreed obli¬ 
gations reflected the district valuer’s then advice 
that the development, including the provision of 
the link road, the school site, landscaped areas and 
employment land was only viable with 17.5 per 
cent affordable houses (all for rent) and circa 
£8.6million towards planning obligations. 

“The applicant believes that in the current mar¬ 
ket, the approved scheme is now unviable and is 
seeking to add value to the site by seeking outline 
approval for a care home and up to 175 dwellings 
on the 10 hectares employment land approved off 
Station Road. 

“Although the town council and number of local 
residents have raised objections, there are no out¬ 
standing highways, drainage, archaeological, eco¬ 
logical or other ‘technical’ objections. 

“The council’s planning policy and economic de¬ 
velopment officers have raised significant con¬ 
cerns about the loss of 7.5 hectares of employment 
land. 

“There has, however, been no agreement on the 
necessary planning obligations. 

“The applicant maintains that, even allowing for 
the increased values that would be achieved by the 
additional residential development, the scheme as 
a whole remains unviable and they have sought to 
review the whole obligation package in light of the 


current application.” 

A decision will not be made by the Area West 
Committee on June 17th, however. The matter is 
on the agenda so that Area West Committee mem¬ 
bers can “note the progress to date”. 

The report indicates that government policy 
favours the applicant. 

It said: "The district valuer has assessed the 
scheme in the round and has concluded that even 
without any affordable housing the development 
and allowing for a reasonable developer profit, the 
development would not be viable. 

“It is considered that there are a number of pos¬ 
sible explanations for this including increased 
build costs of the houses, lower than anticipated 
house prices and substantial costs for unexpected 
archaeological investigations. 

“Notwithstanding the reasons for the current ‘un¬ 
viability’ the applicant is entitled to request that 
the council revisits the planning obligations. 

“Government advice is clear that sites with plan¬ 
ning permission should not unreasonably be held 
back by an insistence on previously agreed plan¬ 
ning obligations.” 

According to the report, SSDC officers will seek 
to; achieve a reasonable balance between the pro¬ 
vision of employment land and affordable housing; 
identify £2,000,000 savings from the identified ob¬ 
ligations.

From the editor’s chair 
The battle lines are drawn 


WHEN it comes to planning applications the 
adjoining parishes of Uplyme and Lyme Regis 
have clashed on numerous occasions. 

But it would seem that the latest attempt to 
build new homes on land, owned by the All- 
husen family, between Shire Lane and Gore 
Lane, north of the A352 in the parish of Uplyme, 
may well see the two communities joining 
forces to block the development. 

Public consultation on plans to build 120 new 
homes of mixed size and tenure has been ex¬ 
tended to June 23rd. 

To date, more than 100 letters have been re¬ 
ceived by East Devon District Council - all op¬ 
posed and none in favour. 

The site is actually closer to Lyme Regis than 
the village of Uplyme but it is most definitely in 
Devon. 

A planning meeting in neighbouring Lyme 
last week attracted a crowded public gallery, 
mainly with those who live near the site. 

One person commented that if the plans were 
approved it would mean "the end of East Devon 
as we know it". Not sure that the people of Ex- 
would be too bothered but it indicated

just how strongly local residents feel about this 
development. 

How worried should they be? The site falls 
outside the agreed building line for both Lyme 
and Uplyme and is not included, I understand, 
in the five-year land supply agreed by the two 
neighbouring planning authorities - East 
Devon and West Dorset. 

Both authorities agree that the site is not suit¬ 
able for a major development - and 120 new 
houses comes under the category of "major”. 

The fact the developers, Hallam Land Man¬ 
agement, have said that up to 150 per cent of 
the proposed homes will be "affordable”, which 
is likely to be welcomed by the Lyme council. 

The plans also include the retention and en¬ 
hancement of the current park and ride, includ¬ 
ing toilets, which will also be attractive to Lyme. 

However, I suspect Uplyme will take a more 
trenchant view. They may well see there is little 
benefit to their village and there are major con¬ 
cerns about the effect of such a large develop¬ 
ment on the rural landscape local infra¬ 
structure.

ANGRY Seaton town councillors have demand 
that East Devon District Council (EDDC) suspends 
its ongoing beach hut reform process. 

Seaton Town Council will also hold its own con¬ 
sultation to build a case, and liaise with other af¬ 
fected towns to try and form a united front. 

EDDC wants to rip up current deals and auction 
five-year beach hut leases on the open market 
instead. 

Beach huts are currently let on a rolling contract 
which means tenants automatically get to rent 
them every year until they no longer wish to do so. 

EDDC is currently consulting with beach hut 
tenants, but the consultation has been heavily 
criticised for not offering a status quo option. 

The EDDC consultation will conclude on July 
13th, after which the results will be analysed. 


A MYSTERIOUS benefactor has stepped forward 
with a generous donation to replace the burned- 
out bus shelter in Sidmouth town centre. 

The anonymous sponsor appeared last week 
offering almost £7,000 - from his own pocket - 
to pay for a brand new shelter at the Triangle. 

The shelter was seriously damaged by fire on 
Boxing Day last year and had been targeted in a 
suspected arson attack the previous January. 

Budget cuts have left East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil struggling to replace the shelter, and only a few 
days ago officers took the decision, on safety 
grounds, to remove it altogether. 

But the shelter will be replaced within a matter 
of weeks after a "fairy godperson” came forward 
with the cash. 

The kind-hearted resident said: "It’s hard to find 
good causes to give money to, but Sidmouth is a 
beautiful place and I love living here.” 


OTTERYStMARY 
Bus service is saved... 
for three days a week 

OTTERY St Mary's threatened town bus service 
is to be retained for three days a week on a tem¬ 
porary basis, after county council transport 
chiefs changed their plans to axe the service. 

The essential town link, which serves as a life¬ 
line to many elderly residents, will continue to op¬ 
erate for the rest of the financial year, subject to 
final approval next month. 

Proposals to cut the service entirely were made 
public earlier this year as Devon County Council 
outlined £1.7million worth of savings to its public 
transport budget. 

But following consultation with bus users, the 
council has amended its plans and is now pre¬ 
pared to pay for the continuation of the 381 on 
Mondays and Thursdays. 

Ottery's county council ward member Claire 
Wright has offered to cover the cost of a third day 
using money from her designated locality budget. 

While still a significant reduction from the six 
days a week service that was previously provided 
in partnership with Sainsbury's, Ottery's bus 
users will welcome the amended plans having 
faced losing the service entirely. 

A spokesman for the county council confirmed 
the Ottery town bus will be funded for three days 
a week for the remainder of the financial year but 
a community solution may be required at a later 
stage.

accident blackspots. 

Residents living near 


to the junction have 
repeatedly called for 
action to slow traffic. 
Town councillors 


opted to support the 
plans but asked for reg¬ 
ular reviews of pedes¬ 
trian safety issues.

Transport costs from the schools to Hill Dairy 
were paid for by the Ernest Cook Trust this 
year, for which the company and the schools 
are very grateful.

Art and fishing come together for lecture

Her talk 
covered a wide range of artists who were practis¬ 
ing their art in Cornwall, in particular Newlyn, in the 
late 19th and early 20th centuries. 

The audience were shown images of paintings in 
both watercolour and oils, which illustrated the 
hard work of fishermen and their wives, as well as 
the boats they used and frequently the hardships 
and tragedies suffered by the fishing community. 

Artists whose work we were shown included the 
social realist, Frank Bramley, as well as Stanhope 
Forbes, both of whose work had caused quite a stir 
when shown at the Royal Academy. There were 
also examples of work by Craft, Gotch and Napier 
Henry, and finally Henry Scott Tuke who became 
famous for his paintings of every kind of sea-going 
vessel, all to be found in Falmouth Bay at that time. 

Catherine engaged her audience’s attention 
throughout her stimulating lecture, keeping mem¬ 


bers informed, amused and sometimes challenged. 

Her reading of poetry which had inspired some of 
the paintings was also much appreciated, as was 
her ease of manner in responding to questions 
from the audience.

House and also the new LED illuminated spheres in Sil¬ 
ver Street. 

“We have had to make the move over from the non-re- 
placeable old characters to LED and I have not had one 
negative comment,” he said. “This display is very good 
for the town - there isn’t anywhere else like Ilminster and 
illuminating the Market House provided a great leap for¬ 
ward.” 

The team also erected more than 70 Christmas trees 
around the town. 

The meeting heard it had also been a good year on the 
cash front.

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Crowds flock to RNAS Merryfield for open evening

THE Royal Naval Air Station at Merryfield basked in 
fantastic weather for its annual open evening last week. 

More than 2,300 - twice as many as in 2014 - took 
advantage of the glorious conditions to visit and find 
out what happens at RNAS Merryfield, near llminster. 
RNAS Merryfield is the satellite airfield for the main 
Fleet Air Arm base, RNAS Yeovilton, 13 miles away, 
near Ilchester. 

Much of Yeovilton’s procedural helicopter flying 
training takes place at Merryfield but many people do 
not know where the base is, or what it is used for. Once 
a year - resources permitting - Merryfield stages an 
open evening to “tell all”. 

Claire-Louise Hutchinson, from llminster, was with 
her two sons Cameron, seven, and four-year-old Fraser. 

She said: “We are used to seeing the aircraft flying 
over our home and we like to come and support the 
military efforts every year.” 

As Fraser and Cameron patiently joined the longest 
queue of the evening to get in the static Sea King, 
Claire added: “It’s a great evening and so nice for the 


boys to get up close to the aircraft.” 

Becky Hoare, from Chard, was at Merryfield with her 
son Kaleb Morris, five, and his two friends Benjamin 
Doel, also five, and Owen Fee, four, and their moth¬ 
ers. 

Becky said: “It’s our first time at Merryfield and the 
boys are having a great time, they are really excited it’s 
hard keeping up with them. We saw the poster on Face- 
book and thought we would come along and take a 
look, I’m glad we did.” 

Abi Bond, mum to Owen, added: “It’s a brilliant 
evening the kids are loving it and proudly wearing their 
Black Cat stickers and face paints.” 

RNAS Yeovilton currently has aircraft deployed 
around the world. In addition to the more obvious task¬ 
ing, they are involved in operations ranging from 
counter-narcotics and counter-piracy to a contingency 
presence in areas such as the Arabian Gulf, the South 
Atlantic and the Mediterranean. 

The military’s flying training requirement to support 
this front-line activity is intense. Merryfield accom¬ 
modates much of the 
Commando Helicopter 
Force, Aviation Recon¬ 
naissance Force and Mar¬ 
itime Fynx and Wildcat 
Force training that cannot 
take place at Yeovilton 
because it provides a full 
fixed wing flying capabil¬ 
ity. 

Many years of experi¬ 
ence show that intensive 
helicopter flying training 
and fixed wing operations 
do not mix. 

Maintaining flying 
skills and readiness for 
operations is a demanding 
and exacting task and, as 
many who live in the 
Merryfield area know, it 
is sometimes noisy. 

Yeovilton’s community 
relations officer, Jeremy 


Greenop, said: “We acknowledge the impact our oper¬ 
ations at Merryfield has on the local community and 
we do all we can to minimise the disturbance while 
maintaining the operational effectiveness of our air¬ 
crew. 

“Having visited many parishes in the area, I believe 
we have the overwhelming support of the people in the 
local community but it is inevitable that some people 
are not as enthusiastic about what takes place at this 
airfield, but it is worth remembering that we have been 
operating helicopters at Merryfield since 1971.” 

Other than the aircraft, one of the main attractions 
was the Royal Navy Presentation Team’s “Fit for Fife” 
caravan in which Royal Marine Colour Sergeant Chef 
Mike Beaton, 43, demonstrated simple but healthy 
cooking options while describing the importance of 
good food for keeping the men and women of the 
Royal Naval Service fit for life and - for the Royal 
Naval Service - fit to fight. 

At the start of the evening, the llminster Model Fly¬ 
ing Group provided an exciting flying display with an 
impressive variety of aircraft. 

The ground displays included the Yeovilton fire sta¬ 
tion’s exhibits with an example of the largest RN fire 


fighting vehicle (the MFV), regular RN Fire vehicles 
and a fire prevention display; a Royal Marine Com¬ 
mando field equipment display including a field hos¬ 
pital and weapons display; the Royal Navy Aircrew 
Survival & Evasion Section’s equipment; the Royal 
Navy Presentation Team; the British Horse Society; 
Somerset Road Safety; the Taunton Vale Cycle Racing 
Club that, as well as their ultra modern carbon fibre 
racing bicycles, displayed some Classic Cars from the 
30s. 

In addition, 2381 llminster Squadron Air Cadets gave 
invaluable assistance to the Merryfield staff throughout 
the evening. 

AgustaWestland, whose helicopters regularly use 
RNAS Merryfield, provided three aircraft in the static 
line-up including an Italian Military Search and Rescue 
EH101, a Wildcat HMA Mk2 and an AW 109E. 

The finale flying displays showcased, a Chipmunk 
from the Royal Navy Historic Flight and the highly ac¬ 
claimed Black Cats display team flying, for the first 
year, the Wildcat HMA Mk2 helicopter. 

On completion of the flying displays, the static air¬ 
craft dispersed in front of an enthusiastic and knowl¬ 
edgeable crowd with a stunning sunset backdrop.

THE 4th Petherton Folk Fest on Saturday 20th 
June will provide a full day of mainly free enter¬ 
tainment for people of all ages - and nearly all of 
the dancers, musicians and Morris ‘sides’ in the 
programme come from Somerset or other West 
Country locations. There will also be stalls, food 
and a craft market and several modestly-priced 
workshops for those wishing to improve their 
dance moves or instrumental skills. 

The Fest will start at 10am with a procession of 
Morris sides into Market Square. At the same 
time, events will be getting underway in most of 
the other venues, which include St Peter & St 
Paul’s Church and its grounds, The David Hall 
performing arts centre, The Brewer’s Arms pub, 
The Blake Hall, the yard at the infants’ school and 
the back garden of Burnworthy House residential 
home, off Hele Lane.

An irresistible set from 
the folk group of the year 


THE Young'uns come to Honiton's Beehive on Fri¬ 
day, June 19th, a Teeside trio who have been taking 
the folk world by storm with a recent five star re¬ 
view in the Guardian and BBC Best Group 2015 folk 
award alongside other accolades. With their three- 
part vocal harmonies, sometimes with guitar and 
accordion, and side-splitting banter this will be a su¬ 
perb evening's entertainment and booking in ad¬ 
vance is highly recommended (£8 or £10 on the 
door). 

Colin Irwin of Spiral Earth had the following to say: 
“Nobody sleeps when The Young'uns are in town. 
They may have established their fast-growing rep¬ 
utation in the folk world with sublime a cappella har¬ 
monies, but the Teesside trio - Sean Cooney, 
Michael Hughes and David Eagle - are an unlikely 
force of nature on stage, beguiling audiences with 
irrepressible humour, bold vocals, gripping story¬ 
lines and innate musicality. Describing their gigs as 
‘absolute chaos', they go on stage without set lists, 
relying on infallible instinct and their unique rapport 
with audiences to deliver a killer show.

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International harpist 
Robin Ward to perform

THE Exeter Recorder Orchestra will be presenting it’s Summer concert on 
Saturday, June 20th at 7pm, performing in the Sidmouth Methodist Church 
conducted by Andrew Collis. As part of the programme, international harpist 
Robin Ward will be joining them to perform Handel’s Harp concerto. He will 
be performing the concerto on the rarely heard triple strung harp, the type of 
harp that Handel originally wrote his harp concerto for. 

Originally from New Zealand, Robin currently resides in the UK where he 
regularly performs as a soloist on various types of harp of his own construc¬ 
tion, specialising in the playing of the triple-strung harp - A type of harp pre¬ 
dominantly used in art music through the 17th and the first half of the 18th 
Century. 

Robin initially learned to play the lever harp, before moving onto the pedal 
harp, on which he completed a Bachelor of Music at Victoria University of 
Wellington, under the guidance of the principal harpist of the New Zealand 
Symphony Orchestra. He then went on to complete a Masters of Music in Per¬ 
formance on the Triple Harp, which is a chromatic instrument with three rows 
of strings, instead of one, with no pedals or levers. Due to the prohibitive cost 
of buying a triple harp, Robin took a typical Kiwi approach, and ended up 
building his own instrument. Later he taught himself how to play it from sur¬ 
viving sources. 

The Exeter Recorder Orchestra, which numbers 
some 30 players, includes instruments ranging in 
size from the tiny sopranino recorder to the 6 foot 
tall great bass alongside of the more familiar des¬ 
cant recorder.

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Technology research project to detect, 
predict and share data on potholes 


JAGUAR Land Rover is researching a new connected car 
technology that will allow a vehicle to identify the loca¬ 
tion and severity of potholes, broken drains and manhole 
covers, and then share this data in real-time via the cloud 
with other vehicles and with road authorities to help them 
prioritise repairs. 

If a car can receive a warning from another vehicle 
about severe potholes or broken manholes ahead, then 
drivers would be able to slow down and avoid the danger 
- or the car could adjust suspension settings to reduce the 
impact and smooth the ride. This could help reduce the 
potential for punctures, wheel and vehicle damage as well 
as road accidents. 

Dr Mike Bell, Global Connected Car Director, Jaguar 
Land Rover, said: “Our MagneRide equipped Range 
Rover Evoque and Discovery Sport vehicles feature so¬ 
phisticated sensors that allow the vehicle to profile the 
road surface under the wheels and identify potholes, 
raised manholes and broken drain covers. By monitoring 
the motion of the vehicle and changes in the height of the 
suspension, the car is able to continuously adjust the ve¬ 
hicle’s suspension characteristics, giving passengers a 
more comfortable ride over uneven and damaged road 
surfaces. 

“While this gives our customers a more comfortable 
ride, we think there is a huge opportunity to turn the in¬ 


formation from these vehicle sensors into ‘big data’ and 
share it for the benefit of other road users. This could help 
prevent billions of pounds of vehicle damage and make 
road repairs more effective.” 

PREDICTING POTHOLES ON THE ROAD TO 
AUTONOMOUS DRIVING 

The next stage of the project at Jaguar Land Rover’s Ad¬ 
vanced Research Centre in the UK is to install new road 
surface sensing technology in the Range Rover Evoque 
research vehicle, including an advanced forward-facing 
stereo digital camera. 

“At the moment the most accurate data comes from 
when the car has driven over the pothole or manhole”, 
added Mike Bell. “So we are also researching how we 
could improve the measurement and accuracy of pothole 
detection by scanning the road ahead, so the car could pre¬ 
dict how severe they are before the vehicle gets near them. 

“Ultimately, sensing the road ahead and assessing haz¬ 
ards is a key building block on our journey to the au¬ 
tonomous car. In the future, we are looking to develop 
systems that could automatically guide a car around pot¬ 
holes without the car leaving its lane and causing a danger 
to other drivers. If the pothole hazard was significant 
enough, safety systems could slow or even stop the car to 
minimize the impact. This could all help make future au¬ 
tonomous driving a safe and enjoyable reality.”

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Clio Renaultsport 220 Trophy 



RENAULT today reveals the pricing and speci¬ 
fication for the hotly awaited Clio Renaultsport 
220 Trophy, the exclusive new flag-bearer of the 
Clio range which was one of the star attractions 
of the 2015 Geneva Motor Show. 

The 220 Trophy, which will make its UK debut 
at the Goodwood Festival of Speed from June 
25-28, will deliver 220hp for less than £22,000 
(£21,780) and is aimed at track-day enthusiasts 
and drivers who demand cutting-edge perform¬ 
ance, handling, style and equipment for road use. 
Order books are open now, with first UK deliv¬ 
eries expected in August. 

At the same time there have been revisions to 
the Clio Renaultsport 200 models, with the in¬ 
troduction of EU6-compliant engines featuring 
Stop&Start. Torque, fuel economy and C02 
emissions have all improved, with the result that 
the cars now attract a lower BIK rating and VED 
band. 

10 per cent power hike for Trophy engine 

The Clio Renaultsport 220 Trophy is a num¬ 
bered special edition model that sits at the top of 
the Clio Renaultsport range. It features a larger 
turbocharger and revised mapping compared 
with the 200 models, boosting the outputs of the 
1.6-litre direct-injection turbo engine by 20hp 
(10 per cent) and 20Nm (8.5 per cent) to 220hp 
and 260Nm, with a further 20Nm available 
through the ‘Torque Boost’ feature in fourth and 
fifth gears. 

There is also a revised air intake and exhaust 
system to minimise back-pressure losses. The rev 
limit has been raised to 6,800rpm as opposed to 
6,500rpm in the 200 versions, with peak power 
arriving at 6,050rpm. Maximum torque is avail¬ 


able at only 2,000rpm. Boost pressure has been 
increased from 0.96 bar to 1.03 bar. This all 
translates into a 0-62mph time of 6.6 seconds on 
the way to a top speed of 146mph. 

This more potent and higher-revving version 
of the Clio Renaultsport power unit is fully EU6- 
compliant and features Stop&Start, helping to¬ 
wards excellent fuel economy and emissions 
figures for such a high-performance car of 
47.9mpg on the official NEDC combined cycle 
and 135g/km. 

A further contributor to this is the standard Ef¬ 
ficient Dual Clutch (EDC) gearbox, which, for 
the 220 Trophy, has been substantially recali¬ 
brated by the performance experts at Renault¬ 


sport. It now delivers up to 50 per cent faster 
shifts and permits greater flexibility in Sport 
mode for more comfortable driving in built-up 
areas. The steering wheel-mounted paddles have 
been revised with 30 per cent shorter travel in 
order to provide a more immediate and respon¬ 
sive feeling. The higher rev limit along with new 
software calibration allows earlier down changes 
under heavy braking during track use. 

The Clio Renaultsport 220 Trophy is fitted with 
the R.S. Drive system with Normal, Sport and 
Race settings. Stop&Start is deactivated in Sport 
and Race modes. R.S. Drive permits multiple 
downshifts when the appropriate paddle is con¬ 
tinuously held and also features Launch Control. 
In Race mode, the gearchange is a manual-only 
operation; it will not kickdown or change up at 
the rev limiter without intervention by the driver. 

A lower and stiffer chassis with quicker 
steering 

As befits a car designed for maximum enjoy¬ 
ment on race tracks as well as public roads, the 
220 Trophy has firmer and lower suspension and 
faster steering than other Clio models. 

The Trophy setting is lowered by 20mm at the 
front and 10mm at the rear. To put that into per¬ 
spective, the Cup chassis on the regular Clio Re¬ 
naultsport is only 3mm lower than the standard 
set-up. The dampers of the 220 Trophy are firmer 
and there are 40 per cent stiffer rear springs cou¬ 
pled to motorsport-derived hydraulic bump stops 
- a feature carried over from the regular 200. The 
car also has the R.S. Diff to maintain traction in 
difficult conditions or extreme high-performance 
track use.
